6. Produce all documents referring or relating to the average monthly revenues you
receive from end user customers in Tennessee to whom you provide both qualifying and non-
qualifying service.

7. Produce all documents referring or relating to the average number of access lines
you provide to end user customers in Tennessee to whom you provide both qualifying and non-
qualifying service.
